Meeting of the California 
Fruit Union.

A Promise from the Southern Pacific 
of Reduced Freichts. 


Sy Telegraph to The Times. . 

SAN Fnaxcisco, Jan. 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The second annual meeting 
of the California Fruit Union was held this 
afternoon at Irving Hall, President A. T. 
Hatch presiding. There were about 100 
members present from various parts of the 
State. The president announced that the 
meeting would be devoted to re- 
ports about the work of the Union during 
the year past. 

Secretary Fairbanks then read the annual 
report of officers of the Union. In it the 
chief difficulties experienced during the 
past year were dwelt on. In the first place 
there was no union of action among the 
fruit growers of the State as to Eastern 
trade. As a result, much California fruit 
was found to be injuriously competing with 
other California fruit in various Eastern 


owned by the various members of the Union. 
Responses to various calls for aid were not 
as generous as théy should have been. The 
amount now due from delinquent stock- 
holders is $4036.50. The amount received 
by the Union and paid out for various pur- 
posse Curing Se was $8217. There is 
stil} due by the Union to various creditors 
1724. The number of boxes of fruit sent 


597,412 pounds of fruit. The total amount 
recei for fruit was $855,400. Freight and 
other yw were $213,000, leaving a total 
gain of $142,400, or about 2% cents per 
pound for fruit. The report then urged that 
the prime object of work during the coming 
ear should be in the direction of obtaining 
ower rates of freight and more rapid trans- 
portation. These difficulties were the chief 
obstacles to the success of the Union during 
the last yeax. The report closed with the 
assurance that, despite all difficulties ex- 
rienced, last year’s work proved the 
nion to be a valuable institution, and one 
that was indispensable to the fruit interests 
of the State.

When the lull came I cut some brush 
from the bank of the creek and suc- 
ceeded in kindling a fire sufficient to 
make some coffee and thaw out some 
of my provisions, and thus I got some- 
thing to eat. IL was enabled to get 
water for my horses and get them fed 
on the tall grass growin on the bank 
of the creek near by. storm was 
still too furious to venture out on the 
irie and I putin another night in 
ecooley. Thenéxt morning I started 
for Glen Ullin, reaching home in two 
days, stopping over night on the way 
at a ranch on the Heart River. My 
horses’ were in an exhausted and 
nearly famished condition when I 
reached home.
